City’s crime rate 
increase lowest 
in West End 


Upland has recorded an 8 per cent 
increase in serious crime — the 
lowest increase in the West End, 
according to a Police Department 
report 

Statistics for the first half of 1975 
show other West End cities 
experienced a 31 per cent rise in 
“index crimes”’ including homicide, 
rape, robbery, aggravated assault, 
burglary. theft and auto theft 

According to the report 50 per 
cent of the burglaries during the 
first three months of 1975 were 
solved through arrest. The national 
robbery clearance rate is 20 per 
cent. Robberies increased from one 
during the first three months of 1974 
to 18 during the same period in 1975. 

Upland also has recorded a 25 per 
cent increase in burglaries yearly 
for the last five years. Police 
Department officials believe many 
of the burglaries are committed by 
transients coming into Upland to 
burglarize upper class homes and 
apartments, according to the report

City Council oks tract 


By Lynne Locke 

The Upland City Council Monday 
night approved a tract of 31 homes 
north of 14th Street between Euclid 
and San Antonio avenues. 

The development had been 
opposed by adjacent residents who 
feared their home values would 
decrease and they would lose 
privacy and their view of the 
mountains. 

After meetings with home 
owners, Lewis Homes altered the 
tract plans to provide larger lots 
adjacent to larger homes on Harford 
Place. 

The developer also agreed to 
share the cost of a block wall 
between the development and 
Harford Place. Home owners on 
Harford Place originally had 
requested the developer to bear the 
entire cost of the wall needed to 
keep children from trespassing on 
their way to and from school. 

To solve the privacy problem, 
develper Richard Lewis said Lewis 
Homes would attempt to build 
one-story houses on at least two of 
the four lots adjacent to Harford 
Place. The four pie-shaped lots 
normally would have two-story 
homes. 

Lewis noted the two-story plan 
leaves more distance than a one- 
story house between the rear of the 
homes and the existing Harford 
Place homes. 


Council authorizes 


The developer also promised to 
build only single-story homes on the 
north side of 14th Street and to take 
special care to avoid using ‘‘a bare 
mass of stucco.” 

Homeowners on 14th Street had 
objected to two-story homes which 
would interfere with their view of 
the mountains. 

The street plan was changed so 
one cul-de-sac is aligned with 
Quince Avenue. The other is set so 
headlights from cars coming south 
are aimed at garages rather than 
houses on 14th Street. 

Harford Place resident Earnest 
Wagner said the compromises were 
“reasonably fair to everyone 
concerned.’ Councilman Hal Bailin 
and Mayor Abner Haldeman 
commended both home owners and 
developers for working together to 
solve ‘‘a matter which could create 
hostility for several years.”’ 

In other action Monday night the 
council: 

—Awarded an $18,442.32 contract 
to supply rental uniforms for a two- 
year period to Welch’s Industrial 
Uniforms of San Bernardino, which 
has supplied the uniforms for six 
years. 

Welch's Industrial Uniforms and 
Blue Seal Coveralls Uniform Supply 
of Pomona made identical bids and 
could provide identical uniforms, 
according to John Dotson, general 
sales manager for Blue Seal. 


The council decided to award the 
contract to Welch’s Industrial 
Uniforms based on past 
performance. 


—Authorized City Manager Lee 
Travers to apply for an Economic 
Development Administration grant 
to develop a light industrial 
subdivision east of Benson Avenue. 
Travers estimated the grant request 
at $50,000 with the city providing an 
equal amount. 

—Denied a request for funds by 
the West End Drug Abuse Control 
(WEDAC). Local cities must 
provide 35 per cent of the program's 
budget in order for federal matching 
funds to be available. 


The council denied the request 
because Upland’s revenue-sharing 
funds have been committed to social 
services provided by the Upland 
Police Department. Bailin noted the 
city has no way of evaluating 
WEDAC’s success or use of funds. 


—Refused to reconsider the 
construction of a Fotomat kiosk in 
the shopping center at the southwest 
corner of Mountain Avenue and 
Foothill Boulevard. A letter from 
the Fotomat Corp. called the 
council’s denial of the project 
‘totally arbitrary and capricious” 
and said the corporation hoped the 
matter could be resolved without 
legal action.

Airport water supply study

The City Council Monday night 
authorized Gage-Babcock and 
Associates Inc., fire engineer 
consultants, to study improvements 
in the water supply at Cable Airport. 
The study will cost $669. 

The owners of Cable Airport and 
Upland fire officials have disagreed 
on the amount of water which would 
be needed to control a fire at the 
airport. 

The Cables have said a six-inch 
line would provide a flow of 1,190 
gallons per minute, more than 
enough water according to national 
fire fighting standards. 

Upland fire officials recommend 
an eight-inch pipe to provide 1,500 
gallons of water per minute, the 
required amount for repair shops 
existing in the northwest section of 
the airport. 

The city is requiring the fire 
fighting capacity be upgraded 
before issuing building permits for 
construction of aircraft hangers in 
the northeast corner of the airport 


Robert Nowak, attorney for the 
Cables, said installation of the eight- 
inch pipe would be ‘‘a terrible 
burden”’ since it would double the 
projected cost from $28,000 to 
$55,000. 


In addition, he said, the city is 
requiring the airport to provide fire 
protection in an area where no 
building is taking place. The Cables

lose $850-$900 per month in revenue 
through construction delays caused 
by the debate with the city, Nowak 
said 

Councilman Hal Ballin questioned 
whether the city is using the 
building permit as a means of 
reviewing fire pretection for the 
entire airport rather than just for 
the new area 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
the city will not require the Cables 
to install all the pipe at once. “But it 
is important tha the eastern section 
of pipe be of proper size to support 
the whole system,’ he noted. 

Installation of the water line is 
planned in three stages. In the first 
segment a line would be installed 
between the proposed building site 
and an old four-inch line from 
Benson Avenue 


After the city completes 
improvements on the Benson 
Avenue water line, the Cables will 
replace the old four-inch line with 
new pipes 


In the third stage of construction 
the Cables would extend the water 
line across the northern edge of the 
airport. The third stage would not 
occur until the Cables develop that 
section of the airport in three to five 
years, according to Paul Cable 

The Gage-Babcock study, 
expected to be completed by the 
September 2 council meeting, will 
include 


—Review of fire protection 
standards for the class of airport the 
Cable facility falls into. 

—Report of the necessary number 
and approximate location of 
hydrants and size and routes for 
underground water mains. 

—Pian suggesting stages for 
installation of hydrants and mains. 

—Cost estimates for 
implementing the installation. 

In other action Monday night the 
council, on a 3-2 vote, approved a 
tentative tract map for 105 lots on 19 
acres north of 14th Street between 
Benson and Mountain avenues. 
Bailin and Mayor Abner Haldeman 
dissented 

The development, which is under 
the flight approach to Cable Airport, 
includes modular, factory-built 
houses, recreational areas, 
greenbelts and private streets. 

Noting that the council has been 
against allowing residential areas 
under the airport flight path, Bailin 
said the present plan would be more 
compact with more people and more 
complaints about the airplanes. 

He said the problem will not be 
solved by requiring the owners to 
sign a covenant that they won't sue 
the city because of the flight path 
“The covenant won't be worth the 
paper it’s printed on,’ he 
commented 

Without further discussion a 
majority of the council approved the 
development

In the past, there 
have been three major 
domains recognized in 
education: The cognitive, 
concerning the ability to 
think; the affective, concer- 
ning attitudes, behavior and 
values, and psychomotor, 
concerning physical-mental 
coordination. 

“The experiential is the 
fourth educational 
domain,” says Steinaker. 
“It combines all three of 
the others and goes beyond 
by dealing with the child as 
a whole, a total being, in 
terms of experience. If 
students encounter the 
proper experiences, they 
develop their total selves— 
intellectually, behaviorally 
and physically. 

“We are developing an 
underlying structure for 
ordering a sequence of 
classroom activities that 
iwll develop the whole 
child. The experiential ac- 
tually differs from the other 
three deomains in four ma- 
jor ways by: 

—Using experience to 
educate and develop. 
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—Offering a planned 
program for internalizing 
education (making it a con- 
tinuing part of the child.) 

—Providing a plan for dis- 
seminating learning 
(students want to teach 
other students.) 

—And presenting a com- 
prehensive pian for dealing 
with the whole child. 

Steinaker pointed out that 
“internalization is one of 
the most valuable aspects 
of our taxonomy. Every 
teacher wants’ the 
presented material to 
become a part of the child, 
to be used in life situations. 
Our structure gives the 
teacher a planned program 
for making learned skills 
and concepts a part of the 
child’s total make up. 

“Instead of learning 
material for tests and 
forgetting it, the child 
learns, uses what has been 
learned and retains it. The 
experiential plan can be 
applied to any curriculum 
for any type of student at 
any level of development.” 

Dr. Bell, the man who 
originated the program, 
said he found in his papers 
last week a note he had 
made to himself 13 years 
ago ‘‘to develop the Ex- 
periential Taxonomy, but 


who plans to become a professional singer, an- 
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never found the time till 
Norm (Steinaker) came 
along and we collaborated.”’ 
Bell is still actively in- 


- volved in the development 


of the project and is con- 
stantly consulted on 
matters concerning its 
directions. 

Steinaker liked Bell’s 
idea and worked with him in 
writing the article that 
brought the project to world 
attention: ‘‘A Proposed 
Taxonomy of Educational 
Objectives: The Experien- 
tial Domain.’’ The article 
was published in the 
January 1975 issue of 
Educational Technology, a 
nationally known 
educational journal. 
Another aritcle, ‘‘A Model 
for Developing Experiences 
Through the Experiential 
Taxonomy,” is scheduled to 
appear in the journal this 
fall. 

The project gained of- 
ficial recognition in April of 
this year when it was 
selected as one of 20 pro- 
jects to receive state fun- 
ding. The moneis received 
from the state permitted 
the district to hire a 
research assistatn, Dr. 
Marilyn Harrison, to 
prepare the project for use 
in special education classes,

Park expansion planned 


The county plans to spend $250,000 
in state funds to expand the 
Cucamonga-Guasti Regional Park, 
it was revealed Monday at a 
meeting of the board of supervisors. 

The supervisors Monday adopted 
a resolution asking the state to 
permit the county to transfer 
$250,000 of the county’s allocation of 
1974 Bond Act funds from Glen 
Helen Regional Park to the 
Cucamonga-Guasti Park. 


The funds had been earmarked for 
an equestrian center at Glen Helen 
Regional Park. Instead, they will be 
used to purchase additional land to 
the nc north | of the existing 


Cucamonga-Guasti Regional Park. 

Kent Lihme, chief of the 
administrative services division for 
the county’s regional parks 
department, said his department 
requested the change because the 
use of Glen Helen Regional Park has 
not been as high as had been 
anticipated. 


He said the regional parks 
department would rather spend the 
bond act money on the Cucamonga- 
Guasti Regional Park. 


“We've got a park there that’s 
mostly water,” Lihme said. ‘‘We'd 
like to get some more land so we can 
have room for more people.” 


Lihme said all of the funds, which 
are to come from the state this fall, 
will be used fer land acquisition 
only. 

‘‘No funds have been set aside for 
development at this time,’ Lihme 
said, ‘‘but we might get our crews 
out there to move the fence out to 
create more space.” 

Lihme said it has not been firmly 
established how much land could be 
purchased with the $250,000. 

The Cucamonga-Guasti Regional 
Park, located on Archibald Avenue 
above the San Bernardino Freeway, 
currently contains a sand-bottomed 
swimming pool and two fishing 
lakes surrounded by grassy areas.

Ferns generally prefer shade and a deep, loose soil 
rich in humus — the kind you scoop-up from under old, 
large trees, full of twigs and leaves and half decayed 
wood. Fortunately, your nurseryman can recommend a 
ready-to-use planter mix that contains all the necessary 
ingredients. 

Some ferns can take more sun and wind than given 
credit for. This is especially true of the varieties native 
to California and North America’s coastal climates. The 
sword fern is one of these. It grows to about three feet 
and is excellent for naturalizing under trees. The 
woodwardia fern, which produces five-foot fronds, is 
another hardy candidate: it makes a_ trouble-free 
background for low shrubs on the north or east side of the 
house. 

The maidenhair fern is a moisture lover, with small, 
fine leaflets. It excels as a ground cover or a pot plant 
subject. There is a five finger maidenhair that is dis- 
tinguishable by its unique foliage shape.

Having a meal in a lovely 


| outdoor setting is one of the 


joys of summer. But food 
infection from bacteria can 
quickly dim that joy. 
In planning your picnic, 
remember that the simpler 
the meal is, the safer it is 
likely to be. If you are ina 
mood to do fancy cooking, 
complete with cream 
sauces, custard fillings and 
other rich foods, prepare 
and ,serve such a meal at 


home where you can control 
the temperature at which 
your food is stored and 
served. Don’t plan such 
food for a picnic. 

Food that is kept at room 
temperature for any length 
of time becomes a breeding 
ground for a variety of 
bacteria, many of which 
can cause food poisoning — 
a disorder that can range 
from severe discmfort to 
acute danger. The interlude 
of time between when you 
prepare your food at home 
and when, having arrived at 
your destination, you finally 
eat your picnic is more than 
time enough for the 
bacteria to flourish. 

If you are trying to keep 
food cool. it should be kept 
below 40 degrees; hot food 











should be above 140 
degrees. An insulated box 
with a tight-fitting cover 
will keep food cool for a 
short period of time, but ice 
melts rather quickly in hot 
weather and should be 
replaced often. If you 
manage it, you are much 
safer using a small portable 
refrigerator which operates 
off your car battery. 

Here are some ‘picnic 
safety pointers: 

—If you want to include 
cooked foods in your meal 
and you prefer to do the 
cooking at home, freeze the 
food when it is done and 
keep it frozen. When you 
are ready to eat, heat it, 
preferably to 165 degrees. 

—Make your sandwiches 
at the picnic site, not at 


home. Your safest choice 
for fillings are meat 
products, chicken and meat 
Salads, provided they have 
been kept in the original, 
unopened, vacuum-packed 
jar or can. Be sure to check 
the label to make sure that 
the contents do not require 
refrigeration. 

—lInclude fresh fruits and 
vegetables in your picnic 
menu. Wash them before 
leaving home. 

—Bring your 
drinking water. 

—Protect your food from 
flies and other contamina- 

tion. 

—Don’t let anyone with 
sores, cuts or boils prepare 
the food.

it will 
manifest itself by 
abdominal discomfort, 
diarrhea, headache, chills 
and fever. If the onset is 
fairly rapid (within two 
hours after eating), it may 
help to try to get the victim 
to vomit by sticking a finger 
down his throat or having 
him drink a mixture of 
mustard and lukewarm 
water. 

If the illness ‘does not 
develop until later (and it 
may be as long as 72 hours 
after eating the infecte 
dfood), induced vomiting 
will not help. It is important 
to get the victim to a doctor 
as soon as possible since 
persistent vomiting and 
diarrhea can cause 
dehydration.
